Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer, 
revealed to an attentive house of com- 
mons today the details of the debt 
settlement with France, and later the 
official text was given out. 

Briefly, the settlement provides 
that France shall pay £4,000,000, 
£6,000,000, £8,000,000 and £10,000,000 
the first four years, and thereafter 
£12,500,000 annually until 1957, when 
the amount becomes £14,000,000 an- 
nually for the final 31 years. 

There are also provisions for pos- 
sible delays in the payments and for 
pari passu payments proportionate to 
the yments to the United States, 
and for certain revision in the event 
of Great Britain’s receiving more from 
reparations than she is paying the 
United States, while by an exchange 
of letters between Mr. Churchill and 
M. Caillaux in the event that France 
is disappointed in payments from Ger- 
many under the Dawes plan, the ques- 
tion of French payments to Great: 
Britain shall come up for reconsidera- 
tion. This concession, however, care- 
fully is guarded in Mr. Churchill's 
letter. 

Interest in Comparison. 

The chief interest for the British 
people was in how the settlement 
compared with the Francée-American 
seitlement and to what extent France 
would be granted a part moratorium 
in the first few years. Each succes- 
sive settlement of these inter-allied 
debts has brought in the British press 
fresh vexed reference to what many 
people consider Premier Baldwin’s 
needless generosity in the original 
British settlement with the United 
States, and similar lamentations are 
not wanting on this occasion. 

Satisfaction, however, is drawn from 
the fact that France, the same as 
Italy, will pay to Great Britain in 
the first decade more than the United 
States will get in the same period, and 
this fact Mr. Churchill and the tax- 
payers consider of greater essential im- 
portance than any sums that may be 
forthcoming in the more distant future. 

The British settlement also re 
nounces anything in the shape of ne- 
gotiable bonds from France.

Principal increases this year are 
found in a few items. Prohibition 
was given $13,980,810 more than last 
year bringing the total appropriations 
for this pirpose to $41,713,106. Funds 
for veteran relief were increased by 
$175,515,000 making a total appro- 
priation this year of $579,215,000. 
‘Other activities which were given ma- 
terial increases include construction of 
public buildings, river and harbor im- 
provement, pensions, tax refunds. The 
Philadelphia centennial added slightly 
over $2,000,000 to this year’s expense. 
The democratic attitude is reflected 
by Representative Byrns, ranking mi- 
nority member on the house appropri- 
ations committee. 
“The corner stone of the Coolidge 
administration is the alleged economy

jenough to cause intoxication. 


“No more effects could be produced 
from that quantity of 2.75 per cent 
beer than are produced constantly by 
one or two cups of strong coffee or 
tea.

It was just a grey mass of 
great boulders, the soil coating 
stripped away completely and the 
building that had stood just below the 
track level, the depot and unloading 
shed, disappeared with nothing left 
but their ragged concrete foundations. 
Not a leaf remained on the trees, 
prostrate and torn on either side of 
that wide, direct sweep downward of 
the blast. 

Every twig was gone, even the bark 
peeled away and the wood beneath 
whitened in the heat as of years of ex- 
posure to the sun.

GUMMINS’ STATEMENT 


COMES AS SURPRISE. 
BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Paul Smith’s. N. Y¥., July 15.— 
Senator Cummins’ statement that 
President Coolidge will not be a can- 
didate in 1928 to succeed himself and 
that a republican party split menaces 
republican success tn that year, came 
as a profound surprise to mémbers 0 
the president’s party here. It met 
with only expressions of astonishment 
that the Iowa senator had been moved 
to couple an assertion of the presi- 
dent’s intentions xbout which he could 
know nothing with a prediction that 
his party is doomed to the same fate 
that attended his own aspirations to 
succeed himself in the senate. 

Those who are closest to the presi- 
dent ridiculed the Cummins statement 
asserting that no one but the presi- 
dent knows whether he is to be a can- 
didate in 1928 and that perhaps he 
himself does not know at this time. 
The prevailing opinion is that he will 
not make up his mind on this, sub- 
ject until along about January 3 
1928 and that he will be influenced 
in his decision by the state of the 
nation, the state of his party aad 
other considerations. 

Even if he does not intend to be a 


‘Yeandidate to succeed himself, he would 


not admit it at this time or at a time 
up to the year in which the nominat- 
ing convention will be held, in the 
opinion of republican leaders. For, 
if he were to say now that he will 
not be a candidate or if he were to 
intimate as much, it is pointed out, 
his power to obtain legislation he. de- 
sires from congress during the re- 
‘mainder of his term would disappear. 
So long as he is a potential candidate 
for reelection he wields a mighty pow- 
er among the statesmen who must base 
their calculations on the ssibility 
of Coolidge in the white house for 
another four years with priceless pat- 
ronage to dispense. So long as there 
is a possibility that Coolidge is going 
to be president for another term, re- 
publican senators and representatives 
are going to give serious heed to ary 
legislation Mr. Coolidge wants. 


CUMMINS PREDICTS 
COOLIDGE OUT OF RACE. 

Des Moines, Iowa, July 13.—(/)— 
That President Coolidge will not be a 


‘candidate for reelection in 1928 was 


one of the predictions made by Sena- 
tor Albert B. Cummins on his ar- 
rival here from Washington today. 

“One doesn’t know that President 
Coolidge will be a candidate or that he 
wants to be a candidate. My own 
prediction is that he will not be a 
eandidate. I think he will have had 
enough of it by that time. It is an 
immense task and few men last 
through it. 

“I think Mr. Coolidge has been a 
very successful president in all but 
one thing,” said the senator, “and 
that is his policy toward agriculture.” 

Senator Cummins, said that after 
his retirement next March 3, he would 
return to his home here to write a 
history of his 
service. 

The political upheaval in Towa. and 
other midwestern states presages a 
prolonged period of strife in the re- 
publican party, which if allowed to 
continue will throw that party “on 
the rocks,” especially if the democrats 
maintain their solidarity, the senator 
believes. In his opinion the present 
“nominal” republican majority in the 
upper house of congress may disappear 
with the November election.

En Route, Omaha, Neb., July 13.— 
The race of Edward Evans and myself 
around the world against time will 
end in New York tomorrow. 

We will break by more than a week 
the 13-year-old record of John Henry 
Mears of 35 days, 21 hours, 55 min- 
utes and 4-5 seconds and we will easily 
attain our aim which. was to circle 
the earth in less than 30 days; one 
month. Our time will be a little 
more than 28 days. 

We have already learned several 
times how dangerous it is to antici- 
pate events but the road is straight 
ahead of us. Two army .Douglas 
planes are carrying us now, and Eddie 
Stinson is flying ahead of us, an ace, 
and a real ace, too, in the hole. 

Both Evans and 1 regret that it 
seems impossible to conclude the 
journey in less than 28 days. It was 
at 1:30 Wednesday morning four 
weeks ago that we left New York, 
touching off from the World build- 
ing. Since that time we have crossed 
every meridian, both oceans, the old 
civilizations of BHurope and the older 
ones of Asia, the vast plains of Si- 
beria and now we are halfway across 
the American continent. 

Had Every Misfortune. 


We have had almost every misfor- 
tune that our carefully laid plans 
permitted and we have thwarted bad 
luck by taking thought and chances. 
At Cherbourg we were met by an in- 
capacitated plane. That was hard 
luck, and we met it by two night 
flights that put us back on schedule. 

At Harbin we were forced to part 
by an unfortunate misunderstanding. 
The plane sent to carry us to Muk- 
den was a one-seater. We split up to 
save the trip and luck snifiled on us 
once and brought us together at 
Mukden. 

Twice our carefully laid plans for 
crossing America crumpled, both times 
through accidents which we could not 
possibly avoid. This has slowed us up 
less than half a day. 

In spite of all the strain, the mis- 
fortune, in humanly prolonged waking 
hours, meals missed, dust and heat, 
extreme exertion, it has been a great 
lark. Evans, overwrought and over- 
worked when he set out, is five years 
younger. J] never want a better pal 
for adventures of any kind. 

Airplane Real Factor. 

We have demonstrated that the air- 
plane has become a real factor in 
human transportation... The great 
achievement: of this trip was our 1,- 
500-mile flight across the Ural boun- 
dary between EKurope and Asia and 
from Moscow to Omsk. Twice when 
our plane lines across America broke 
down we were able to reconstruct 
them for immediate and swift service. 

Since our arrival on this continent 
yesterday morning at 5 o’clock, we 
have been hitching across the coun- 
try from plane to plane. A short jump 
to Seattle from Victoria; an army 
plane to Pasco, a mail plane to Boise 
and Salt Lake City and then the army 
planes again to North Platte. It is

OUR COTTON ABROAD. 

It is interesting to note, as a 
result of a survey just completed by 
the bureau of railway economics, 
that Japan is becoming one of the 
large consumers of American cot- 
ton, and that Italy’s consumption is 
decidedly on the increase. 


Cotton exports to Japan have in- 
creased nearly 300 per cent during 
the past five years compared with 
those from 1906 to 1911, while 
there was an increase of nearly 22 
per cent for Italy. 


Exports to Great Britain during 
the past five years showed a de- 
crease of more than 43 per cent 
compared with those for the period 
from 1906 to 1911, while cotton 
exports ‘to Germany showed a de 
crease Of 38 per cent and to France 
a decrease of 24 per cent. On the 
basis of the number of bales of cot- 
ton exported from the United 
States, however, Great Britain, Ger- 
many and France are still in the 
lead in the order named. 


The study further shows, it is 
claimed, that freight rates do not 
retard the movement ot cotton into 
either domestic or foreign markets, 
and that freight rates represent rela- 
tively a small proportion of the 
price even on long hk2u!s. 

Reports from 103 cotton ship- 
ping points show that for the 1925- 
26 season there was : spread in 
the price of middling cotton rang- 
ing from $3.25 per hundred pounds 
at Duke, Okla,, to $10 at Forest 
City, Ark. In the great majority of 
cases, the spread in price over the 
three seasons was in excess of ten 
times the freight rate to Fall. River, 
Mass., which has remained™ practi- 
cally stationary. For the 1925-26 
season alone, the spread was usually 
more than four times the total 
freight rate. } 

The study further shows that at 
many points there was a fluctua- 
tion in prices from week to week 
with variation in prices on the same 
day at different points in the same 
producing territory.

WHAT’S\ A PAIR OF TONSILS ’ 
BETWEEN FRIENDS. 

A Chicago professor of roentgenol- 

ogy, discussing the X-ray treatment of 


tonsil disease, made this interesting 
remark before a national medical 
society gathering: “The cases which 
occur in members of physicians 
families. They prefer to operate in 
their own cases; but when their chil- 
dren have hypertrophied tonsils they 
bring them to us and we have shown 
a very satisfactory percentage of im- 
provement.” 

That doesn’t mean as much as it 
may seem to, at first blush. I should 
discount the assertion about 10 per 
cent because the. professor is him- 
self a radiologist—a physician who 
limits his practice to the use of X-ray. 
Then I think I'd have to deduct about 
25 per cent because the professor said 
this before a special group of 
physicians interested in that particular 
of practice. Finally 1 believe i 
should allow another 25 or 3O per 
eent for the fact fhat physicians are 
notorious for their bad judgment 
when it comes to treating themselves 
©: members of their own family. 

Unquestionably many tonsil opera- 
tions are unnecessary. This is :n- 
evitable for two reasons. First, be- 
cause too many nose and _ throat 
specialists are born specialists and 
haven’t enought general medical ex- 
perience to know whether such an 
operation is really advisable. In_ the 
second place, people are sill; about 
running to specialists for everything, 
if they think they can afford the lux- 
ury, and of course the born specialist 
is willing to operate blind. Some of 
’em slaughter tonsils by the score and 
with no concern at all whether ‘the 
operation is required. The patient 
has been sent to the clinic—that’s 
erough for the born nose and threat 
specialist. :

The radiologist I have just quoted 
maintains that the tonsils have a 
function in the adolescent period, 
serving, when normal, to 
against bacterial infections. It is 
true that some of the cells in the 
tonsils, are phagocytic, that is, 
ingest and destroy germs; some 
these phagocytic cells are discharged 
-from the crypts or openings in the 
tonsil surface and become salivary 
corpuscles. When the tonsil has been 
badly damaged by infection or dis- 
ease, however, it can serve no useful 
funetion and is only a menace to 
health. 

The X-ray is especially advisable in 
the common condition 
lergement (hypertrophy) of the ton- 
isils. with or without associated ade- 
(noids hypertrophy, in children. 
When there is evidence of pus re- 
tained in the tonsil] the only effective 
treatment is surgical removal of the 
damaged organ. 

In any case, X-ray treatment, of 
course given by a physician, is abso- 
lutely safe.

Without a world court we got ter- 
ibly and expensively involved in the 
Goria war, while had there been a 
world court, with Uncle Sam also on 
the hench, it is fifty to one that war 
never would*have occurred. 


Let this be fully and clearly under- 
stood by every one interested in the 
situation: 

The. senate voted for adherence to 
the court only with reservations that 
absolutely safeguard every tradition, 
policy and interest of this nation. 
Instead of voting us in to be hogtied 
by the other nations, to be their 
valets or their victims, they must hog- 
tie themselves against doing any 
despite to our sovereignty and inde- 
pendence, or binding us in any obli- 
gation without our consent. In fact 
our reservations are sv rigid that the 
pations already signatory to the court 
are‘ hesitant about accepting our mem- 
bership on the drastic terms that we 


demand. 


Indeed, if I were disposed to vote 
against a senator for supporting the 
world court resolutions, 1 would do 
it because he insisted upon such tight- 
wad terms. 

For over a hundred and twelve 
years the policy of the United States 
has been to invoke, in international 
differences, the spirit of arbitration 
instead of war. The first fixation of 
the policy was in the treaty of Ghent 
between this nation and Great Britain, 
negotiated by Henry Clay and John 
Quincy Adains on our part.

It 
was historically recorded of the war 
of 1812-14 that “had there been but, 
one more peace character in the Brit- 
ish eabinet the cause of irritation be- 
tween the two governments would 
have been removed so seasonably as 
te have prevented the declaration of 
war on our part,” and that “had there 
been one more senator against the war 
it would not have been declared” 

It is reasonable, then, to believe 
that a world court in that day would 
have saved both nations from that 


war.

country of an appeal for a world 
court to prevent nations from feel- 
ing that war was necessary to re- 
dress their grievances. That appeal 
said: 

“Wouldn't it not be easy to form a 
confederacy of nations, and organize 
a high court of equity, to decide na- 
tional controversies? Why might not 
such a court be composed of some of 
the most eminent characters from 
each nation; and a compliance with 
the decision of the court be made a 
point of national honor, to prevent 
the effusion of blood and to preserve 
the blessings of peace?” 

And isn’t the world court of today 
the complete answer to that appeal?

The grave was to hase 
received a body this afternoon and 
authorities believe those responsible 
for the crime had intended to bury 
the hacked body of their victim be- 
neath the floor of the grave and cover 
it with clay. There it would have 
remained undetected. 

_Vittorio Gianini, a state insane hos- 
pital worker, discovered the dissected 
body while en route to work.

the finding of whose dismembered body

Cut in Six Piece. 

The body of the unidentified young 
woman had been cut into six pieces 
and deposited, with some apparel, in 
three parcels—a large cardboard box 
similar to those used bv florists, a 
smaller pasteboard box similar to a 
pastry container, and a burlap bag 
about as large as a 24-pound flour 
sack. 

The big box contained the upper 
portion of the torso, the head and the 
severed legs, which were vlad in Nile 
green hosiery; the other box held in- 
ternal organs; the bag, the lower part 
of the torso and the upper portions 
of the legs. 

.Besides the stockings, a pink em- 
broidered nightgown of inexpensive 
cotton cloth was the only other ar- 
ticle of apparel found with the’ body, 
and there was nothing pointing to the 
victim’s identity. 

Body Described. 

Medical Examiner Timothy J. Leary, 
who is conducting the autopsy, de- 
scribed the young woman as follows: 

Nationality, American; age, 25; 
height, 5 feet 6 inches; weight, 120 
to 130; complexion, dark; hair, dark 
chestnut, shingled, parted on the left: 
eyes, brown, with ed eyebrows; 


hands, well-formed, no callouses; fin- 
gers, long, slendet, with no ring marks. 

preliminary report from Dr. 
Leary, who has not completed his au- 
topsy, indicated that death occurred 
between 48 and 72 hours before the 
body was found. The medical ex- 
aminer stated the victim had heen o 
erated upon just before and just aft- 
er death: A missing vital organ might 
explain the post-mortem operation, he 
believed. 

“The dismembering of the body un- 
doubtedly was the work of a skilled 
surgeon,’ Dr. Leary said, “and was 
obviously done some time after death. 
It is my opinion that the victim died 
Saturday afternoon or night.
